Regulations for
conduct of students

(As required by
General Laws, Ch.
71, S.37H)

Adopted 4/2/80

A student’s conduct shall not interfere with his/her or another student’s right to be
educated and participate in school activities.

Regulations governing the conduct of students will be included in the current student
handbooks.

During a school year, the School Committee, the Superintendent, or the school
Principal may issue additional regulations to govern the conduct of students as
amendments to the current student handbooks.

Single copies of the current student handbooks (with any amendments) will be made
available without cost to all students and to other persons on request.

A copy of this policy, certification of the availability of regulations pertaining to the
conduct of students, and copies of current student handbooks (and amendments) will
be filed with Commissioner of Education.
